Vice President Richard Nixon, the 1960 Repub­ 
lican nominee for President, will again be the 
G.O.P. standard bearer. 
There was a time when President Lyndon B. 
Johnson would have relished this prospect but 
tim es have changed. 
Recently Nixon has shown 
more strength in the polls than Johnson. 
There may be little permanence in today’s out­ 
look. It could well be that by the time of the elec­ 
tion Johnson will be well ahead of Nixon in public 
favor. 
It could also be that President Johnson will not 
be the Democratic presidential nominee although 
the odds are against it. 
A Kennedy-Nixon battle would give the people a 
choice on Vietnam by pitting a dove against a hawk. 
It would also be a recast of the 1960 presidential 
battle as far as surnames and fam ilies are con-j 
cerned. The late President John F. Kennedy 
defeated Nixon for the presidency in that year. 
It’s amazing how quickly the presidential race 
changes. 
A few weeks ago Gov. George Romney 
of Michigan was campaigning for the presidency 
in New Hampshire. 
Then before the New Hampshire primary election 
he withdrew after Rockefeller said that he would 
accept a presidential draft. 
Since then it has appeared that Rockefeller would 
almost certainly become a candidate. But after a 
reassessm ent Rockefeller has concluded that he 
cannot win as a candidate. 
He’ll still accept a draft but this possibility 
grows more unlikely every day. 
Nixon appears to be too far out in front, too much 
in favor of the professional politicians. 
Then there was the New Hampshire primary, a 
disaster for Johnson, which caused Sen. Robert 
Kennedy of New York to reassess his prospects 
and to announce as a candidate. Sen. Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy of Minnesota has been projected for the 
first time as a serious contender and is very 
much in the race. 
In the light of Rockefeller’s surprising announce­ 
ment, the Republicans may quickly close ranks, 
leaving to the Democrats the turmoil involved in a 
spirited contest for the presidency. 
No one would have dreamed that it would happen 
only a few weeks ago. 
What lies ahead may be 
just as unpredictable.

The odds have increased greatly that former 
\ ice President Richard Nixon, the 1960 Repub­ 
lican nominee for President, will again be the 
G.O.P. standard bearer. 
There was a time when President Lyndon B. 
Johnson would have relished this prospect but 
tim es have changed. 
Recently Nixon has shown 
m ore strength in the polls than Johnson. 
There may be little permanence in today’s out­ 
look. It could well be that by the time of the elec­ 
tion Johnson will be well ahead of Nixon in public 
favor. 
It could also be that President Johnson will not 
be the Democratic presidential nominee although 
the odds are against it. 
A Kennedy-Nixon battle would give the people a 
choice on Vietnam by pitting a dove against a hawk. 
It would also be a recast of the 1960 presidential 
battle as far as surnam es and families are con­ 
cerned. The late President John F. Kennedy 
defeated Nixon for the presidency in that year. 
It’s amazing how' quickly the presidential race 
changes. 
A few' weeks ago Gov. George Romney 
of Michigan was campaigning for the presidency 
in New' Hampshire. 
Then before the New Hampshire prim ary election 
he withdrew after Rockefeller said that he would 
accept a presidential draft. 
Since then it has appeared that Rockefeller would 
almost certainly become a candidate. But after a 
reassessm ent Rockefeller has concluded that he 
cannot win as a candidate. 
He’ll still accept a draft but this possibility 
grows more unlikely every day. 
Nixon appears to be too far out in front, too much 
in favor of the professional politicians. 
Then there was the New Hampshire primary, a 
disaster for Johnson, which caused Sen. Robert 
Kennedy of New York to reassess his prospects 
and to announce as a candidate. Sen. Eugene Mc - 
earthy of Minnesota has been projected for the 
first time as a serious contender and is very 
much in the race. 
In the light of Rockefeller’s surprising announce­ 
ment, the Republicans may quickly close ranks, 
leaving to the Democrats the turmoil involved in a 
spirited contest for the presidency. 
No one would have dreamed that it would happen 
only a few' weeks ago. 
What lies ahead may be 
just as unpredictable.

Cautious driving 
during these months is a must, as it should be at 
all times of the year. 
If you are like many drivers, you may get off 
the high-speed thruways to head for scenic rural 
roads during your summer travels. There you can 
sm ell the earth awakening, see flowers open to the 
sun, and watch life in the forest being reborn. 
But rural roads can be dangerous. 
For all 
their beauty, they claim far more than half the 
traffic deaths — 33,200 lives in 1964. 
Rural roads are packed with chuckholes. They 
have narrow bridges, sudden curves, unmarked 
intersections. County roads in particular are no­ 
torious for having poor or inadequate directional 
and warning signs — none at all, som etim es— in 
many sections of the country. 
If you spot an unmarked intersection that might 
have cost your life on a Sunday afternoon, be on 
the telephone no later than Monday to protest the 
dangerous situation — loudly and directly in the 
ears of state and local authorities. 
With their 
cooperation, you may save the next family pass­ 
ing that spot. 
If you overstay the family picnic or enjoy the 
setting sun at the beach, you’ll be driving home 
in the dark. 
Beware. Driving at night is two to 
three tim es more dangerous than driving during 
daylight hours, statistics show. 
Too many roads, traffic experts say, do not 
have the reflective signs, warning devices and 
illumination needed to make night driving a safer 
experience. 
The lack of these night driving aids 
helps explain the high toll between dusk and dawn. 
Spring brings sudden, sometimes violent weather 
conditions.
